Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting my report on the Health of Bucklow Rural 
District for the year 1963, 


Vital Statistics 
Population 


The Registrar General estimates the population for Mid 1963 at 19,920 
an increase of 830 on 1962 and 2,630 on the 1961 census figure. This 
increase is mainly due to housing development in Partington. 


Births 


Registered live births numbered 401 (208 males, 193 females), giving 
a rate of 20,1 per 1,000 population, compared with 18.6 in 1962, an increase 
of 1.5. The rate for England and Wales was 18,2 an increase of 0,2 on the 
previous year. 


Of the 401 births, 379 (196 male, 183 female) were legitimate and 22 
(12 male, 10 female) were illegitimate, The number of illegitimate births 
increased by 7 compared with the 1962 figure. 


There were 7 stillbirths (6 male, 1 female) six of which were legitimate 
and 1 illegitimate. This is 2 more stillbirths than in 1962 when 5 were 
recorded. 


Deaths 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 193 (107 male, 
86 female) a ratio to the population of 1 in 103 or a death rate per 1000 
of the population of 9.7 as compared with 8.4 in 1962 and 7.6 for 1961, The 
rate for 1963 for England and Wales was 12,2 compared with 11.9 in 1962 and 
12,0 in 1961. 


There were 3 deaths from tuberculosis in 1963 compared with 1 in 1962, 
There were 43 deaths from cancer as against 24 in 1962 and 18 in 1961, an 
increase of 19, Deaths from carcinoma of the lung and bronchus increased 
by 4 numbering 10 (9 male, 1 female) compared with 6 in 1962 and 4 in 1961, 


Carcinomas of the stomach numbered 8 compared with 2 in 1962. 


The death rate from all forms of cancer was 2,2 per lOQof the 
population and that from cancer of lung and bronchus 0,5 compared with 2,2 
and .08 respectively for the whole of the country. 


Death from heart disease remained approximately the same 54 compared 
with 53 in 1962, 


It is pleasing to report a fall in the number of deaths from accidents 
during the year = 8 compared with 12 in 1962, 3 of them were due to motor 
vehicle crashes (5 in 1962), It is hoped that the increasing use of the Mé. 
motorway will further curtail road deaths. During the year, the new motor 
way ambulance station at Tabley came into use and it has already proved its 
great value in reducing the time taken for accident cases to be treated and 
speeded on their way to hospital. 


It was distressing to note an increase in suicide deaths, 3 (1 male, 
2 female) compared with none in 1962 and 1 in 1961. 
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Infant Mortality 


Deaths of infants under one year of age registered during 1963 numbered 
7, one less than in 1962. The rate per 1,000 live births for 1963 was 17,3 
which was 3.9 lower than in 19623 whilst the rate for England and Wales was 
AAO 


The number of neonatal deaths was 6 (same as in 1962) giving a rate 
of 14.9 compared with 15.9 in 1962, The rate for England and Wales for 
1963 was 14,2, 


Early neonatal deaths increased to 6 against 5 the previous year, a 
rate of 14.9 per 1,000 live births compared with 13.3 in 1962 and 5,8 in 
1961. 


Maternal Mortality 


For the sixth year running there were no maternal deaths, 
Infectious Diseases 


The incidence of notifiable infectious disease was higher in 1963 than 
1962, This was due to the measles epidemic (156 notified cases compared with 
28 in 1962), 
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A sharp outbreak of Clostridium welchii food poisoning involved 12 
persons at a works canteen in May 1963, Full details are given in the 
text, but the outbreak focussed attention on the importance of adequate 
cooking of food and the condemnation of the habits of some who still pre- 
heat food, leave overnight in a warm kitchen and serve this reheated food 
the following day. 


Tuberculosis 


The number of recorded cases of Tuberculosis fell to 97 in 1963 
compared with 108 in 1962 and 119 in 1961, In addition, this improved 
trend was seen in the number of new cases notified during the years 3. 
compared with 5 in 1962 and 3 in 1961, However, there were 3 deaths from 
Tuberculosis compared with 2 in 1962 and 1 in 1961. 


Typhoid 


On the 29th March 1963, a sewer swab placed in a fresh water brook 
flowing through the village of Mobberley was found to contain Salmonella 
typhi. A seven month investigation, described in the text of the report, 
eliminated the presence of a chronic and/or intermittent typhoid carrier 
living in the village or employed at one of two Inns draining their septic 
tanks into the brook, It was also shown that the typhoid bacillus was not 
present in the effluent from the sewage works. The source of the 
organism was believed to be an unknown carrier who may have visited one of 
the Inns. 


A full report of this extensive investigation was published in 
"The Medical Officer" 19th June 1964 (Lll.p 351 = 354). 


Housing 


Thirty-nine families were known to be living in unfit houses at the end 
of the year. This is a marked improvement over 1962 and 1961 when 53 and 56 
families respectively, occupied unfit houses. 


Despite the building of 7 old age persons bungalows, the provision of 
accommodation for older persons still remains acute and forms an urgent 
problem. It is hoped that there will be a speeding up in the building of 
the 50 = 60 bungalows approved in principle, by’ the Council in October 1962 
as there is a growing proportion of applicants requiring bungalow or flat 
accommodation. 
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During the year, private enterprise completed 207 new houses compared with 
125 in 1962, 


There were 12 Improvement Grants and 17 Standard Grants given during 
the year which is a reduction compared with the figures for 1962 which were 
20 and 19 respectively. 


Milk 
Once again brucella infection was found in a milking herd in the area, 
Details are referred to in the text of the main report. 


Despite much effort to bring about reform of existing legislation, it 
is regretted that it is still possible for infected cows to be sent for sale 
as milking cows and not for slaughter, and the problem of human brucellosis 
still continues. 


Food Premises/Factories 


There has been a great improvement in the visiting and inspection of 
both food premises and factories in the area, A total of 110 inspections 
were made compared with 10 in 1962. Also 17 licensed premises were inspected 
of which 8 did not coine up to the standard laid down by the 1960 Food Hygiene 
Regulations, 


Air Pollution 


The smoke control survey of Partington was completed during the year, 
3 smoke control areas were defined and agreed upon by the Council. They 
comprise a total of 2,107 houses, the cost of the areas to the Council being 
estimated at £5,658 of which £3,750 would be spent on Council property. 


Due to the problem of smokeless fuel suppliess the Ministry Circular 
69/633 (and the impending amendments to the Clean Air Act), the Council 
wisely decided to defer their proposals until such a time that the fuel 
position became more clearly defined. 


Fluoridation of Water Supplies 

The vexed problem of fluoridation of water supplies was considered at 
great length by the Council in 1963. After much research, discussion and 
debate, it was decided to approve the addition of fluoride to the water 
supplies at a concentration not exceeding 1 p.epem, 

However, as Manchester is the water supplier for the area, it was 
finally incumbent upon them to decide whether or not to add fluoride to the 
water, They finally decided to defer their decision for a period of 2 years, 
and that is how the position rests at the time of writing this report, 

My thanks are extended to the Chairman and Members of both the Health 
Committee and Council for the support in providing the Health Services of 
Bucklow Rural District Council. 

I am also very grateful to Mr. Milburn and his Staff for their loyalty 
to me and efficient and willing endeavour to further the cause of health in 
the district.

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FOOD POISONING 


Twelve cases of Food Poisoning occurred during the year, all being 
employees of a large works who partook of a canteen meal on 1st May 1963. 


Investigations although not conclusive, incriminated a chicken and ham 
vol~au=vent prepared in the canteen and found to contain Clostridium Welchii. 


Details are as follows 3:= 


On Wednesday lst May 1963, 12 persons out of 48 at risk suffered gastro-# 
enteritis 45 - 11 hours following the mid-day canteen meal at a works in the 
district. 


Investigations showed that this illness was caused by Clostridium Welchii, 
the organism being present in the stools of 10 of the victims, two of the food 
handlers in the canteen who had not eaten the suspected food, and the stools of 
another food handler who had eaten the meal. 


The meal consisted of chicken and ham voleau-vent, prepared the previous 
day, refrigerated overnight and served from a hot tray on the day in question, 


Investigations showed that it was possible that some of this food was 
kept in such a manner that organisms could have multiplied. 


Unfortunately there was no food available for examination so that a 
complete link in the pattern of infection could not be traced. 


The lesson to be learnt from this food poisoning episode is that :-= 


(1) Clostridium Welchii is present in living creatures, meat 
and environment, and the heat resistance of its spores 
demands great care in the preparation of food in advance 
of consumption. 


(2) Adequate cooking under pressure to destroy the spores, 
rapid cooking, small=sized cuts of meat (less than 6 lbs. 
in weight), reheating by boiling and refrigeration in 
small containers, are recommended as preventive measures. 


(3) Human carriers of Clostridium Welchii are of little 
importance in comparison with efforts to prevent 
germination of spores and growth of the vegetative phase 
in cooked food, particularly in bulk. 


INVESTIGATION OF SALMONELLA TYPHT IN A BROOK 


Full details of this investigation were published in “The Medical 
Officer® 19th June 1964 (i11. p.351 ~ 354). 


The following is an extraction of the main details of the investigation := 


On 29th March 1963, one of three sewer swabs placed in a fresh-water 
brook flowing through the village of Mobberley, Cheshire, was found to contain 
Salm, typhi (later found to be a Vienegative variant of typhoid and untypable). 
These swabs were placed in the watercourse on 22/3/63 and collected 25/3/63. 


The position of the positive swab was 50 yards downstream from the 
sewage effluent outfall from the septic tank of an inn and 100 yards from 
the village itself, A second inn 75 yards away also discharged sewage 
effluent from its septic tank into the brook. 


The stream at the site of the typhoid isolation was easily accessible 
to children. 
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It was important to decide whether or not the infection had come from 
an unknown typhoid carrier living in or around the village; or from a transient 
infection from a typhoid carrier employed at or visiting one of the inns, or 
staying as a visitor in the villages or from sewage effluent swept down from 
one of the four sewage disposal works situated two to three miles upstream. 


The search was divided into three parts :« 
(a) Search for Carrier in Village and Inns 


Local general practitioners were informed and requested to examine their 
practice records to determine whether or not they may have a patient with a 
recent PUO or enteritis which had not been bacteriologically investigated, In 
every instance their replies were negative. There was also no record of a 
known chronic typhoid carrier living in the area, or visiting the village. 


The inhabitants of the village (150) and staff working at the two inns 
(12 and 5 respectively) were visited and details of the proposed investigation 
explained to them. Five families (10 adults and nine children) in the village 
had, within the previous 12 months, been abroad on holiday. None gave a history 
of recent or past illness suggestive of enteric fever, 


Three separate stool and urine specimens were obtained at 10 day intervals 
from each of these 167 persons. All were negative. 


(b) Investigation of the Inns 

One was a seventeenth=century coaching inn, renowned for its cuisine. Both 
discharged their sewage effluent from septic tanks into the brook within 20 to 75 
yards distance from the positive sewer swab, Two separate sewer swabs were 
placed at the point of their respective outfalls into the brook for a period of 
five days from 22nd April. All were negative. 


Following extensive press publicity, six families (23 persons) who had 
visited either one or other of the inns during March or April, and who had been 
in Switzerland during the Zermatt typhoid outbreak, came forward for examination, 
With the exception of one young couple, none had suffered ill health and all 
were negative on bacteriological examination of stools and urine (three separate 
samples at 10-day intervals), 


On the other hand, this young couple (man of 25, wife of 23) were of 
particular interest as they had been in Zermatt from 3rd to léth March during 
the latter part of the outbreak, The man had suffered severe gastro~enteritis 
(14/3/63 = 20/3/63), flying back to London (16/3/63) after two days of his 
illness. They stayed with his parents in Kent for 14 days, and during this 
period he was treated with Chloramphenicol and given TAB and cholera vaccine 
injections on the 23/3/63 and 20/3/63 by a lecal general practitioner, but no 
bacteriological investigation was undertaken despite his visit to Zermatt. 


They returned to Altrincham on Ist April, On the evening of 4th April 
they had a meal at one of these two inns, and he visited the toilet before 
leaving (this was five days after the finding of typhoid in the brook), They 
were subsequently bacteriologically examined from 8th April onwards. Stool 
and urine specimens at weekly intervals over a five-week period were examined 
with negative results. They both however, refused to submit blood sera for 
Vieagglutination tests which would have established whether or not one or both 
had been recently infected with typhoid. 


The test was not pressed on them as they had visited the inn after the 
typhoid finding and over a five-week period their stools and urine were 
negative, Furthermore, it was felt that the TAB and cholera vaccine 
injections would have made interpretation of any positive result doubtful, 
About the same time, it was reported that Salm.typhi, phage type E, was the 
causal organism of the Zermatt outbreak (c.f, with an untypable strain in 
the brook), 
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(c) Investigation of Sewage Effluent_in Brook from Village and Sewage 


Works 


There was no available map of a complete house-to-house sewage drainage 
scheme, many were on old septic tank systems which drained their effluent into 
the brook, It was necessary to trace all these drains by means of colour 
testing and observation. During the seven-month period April to October 1963, 
a total of 57 calcium alginate sewer swabs were placed for three to five days 
at a time either in the brook (46) throughout its length upstream, or in the 
effluent outlets (11) from groups of properties, All were negative for Salm, 
typhi, but seven isolations of Salm. menston and one of Salm. give were made 
(Table), Three samples of brook water and six samples of mud were negative. 


DISCUSSION 


These findings would support the hypothesis that the infection may have 
been due to a casual visitor and not a long standing infection in the brook, 
The absence of positive findings in those investigated also added support to 
this belief, The presence of an unknown chronic typhoid carrier living in 
the area or employed at either of the inns was excluded by the investigation. 
At one time it was thought that the young man who had been ill in Zermatt was 
a likely suspect, His gastro-enteritis was certainly suggestive of enteric 
fever under the circumstances. But, even though Vi~agglutination examination 
was not carried out, the negative stool and urine tests (over a five week 
period) preseeded by Chloramphenicol and TAB and cholera vaccine, would pre~ 
clude a carricr state at the time of his visit to the inn. In any event, 
this visit was five days after the isolation of the typhoid bacillus, No 
further isolations of Salm.typhi were made after his visit although swabs were 
in position in the brook both upstream and downstream of the inn. 


The possibility of an unknown intermittent excretor of typhoid had also 
to be considered. 


In the terms of this investigation, three stool and urine examinations 
at 10=day intervals (3-day coverage) would probably have failed to detect 
an intermittent excretor, However, the continued use of sewer swabs in the 
brook for a period of seven months might have been expected to demonstrate the 
presence of an intermittent excretor of typhoid, 


The results of the brook sewer swabs also excluded the possibility that 
Salm.typhi had been swept downstream from the sewage works, There were no 
typhoid cases or known chronic carriers in the areas drained by these works, 
and if there had been, might there not have been further isolations from swabs 
during the next seven months? As it was, Salm, menston and Salm, give 
were isolated in positions which indicated that they had been present in 
effluent from the sewage works. 


In July, it did appear that Salm, menston was present in sewage effluent 
from a large residential school and which discharged its septic tank into the 
brook, Inquiries showed that there was no recent illness among children and 
staff at the school, and examination of their stool specimens were negative, 
Salm, menston was later discovered in sewage effluent 200 yards from the outfall 
of one of the sewage works just outside the district boundary and two miles up- 
stream from the outfail from this residential school, Cases of Salm. menston 
food poisoning were reported in the area drained by this particular sewage works. 


It was therefore concluded that this single isolation of Salm, typhi was 
from an unknown typhoid carrier who had visited, in all probability, one of the 
two inns draining their septic tanks into the brook, It was felt that the 
evidence collected during the investigation precluded the presence of a chronic 
and/or intermittent carrier living in the area or employed at one of the inns, 
and the seven month testing of the brook excluded its presence in sewage 
effluent from the sewage works,

15 houses were represented for action under Section 16 of the Housing Act 
LOST. In three cases demolition orders were made, in eight cases undertakings 
not to use them for human habitation after vacation were accepted, three houses 
were made the subject of closing orders and in the remaining case an undertaking 
to make it fit was accepted and the repairs were satisfactorily completed. 


Since 1955 a total of 105 houses have been represented for action under 
the Housing Acts and a further 18 have been dealt with informally. At 31st

OVERCROWDING 


Overcrowding is seldom encountered in the district and no cases were noted 
during the year, 


Certificates of Disrepair 


No applications were received for certificates of disrepair and no action 
under the Rent Act was taken, 


Improvement Grants 


The Engineer and Surveyor deals with all applications for Discretionary 
and Standard Grants, but the Chief Public Health Inspector advises as to the 
suitability of houses for grant aid and indicates in each case the defects 
of repair needed to be remedied to meet the conditions of the Grant. 


During the year Improvement Grants totalling £4,778 were approved in 
respect of 12 houses, and Standard Grants were approved in respect of 17 
houses to a total of £2,345. 


New Houses 


During the year 207 houses were built in the district by private enterprise 
and the Council completed seven brick bungalows at Partington into which were 
transferred the tenants of seven of the remaining eight prefabricated bungalows 
on the same estate, Demolition of the seven prefabricated bungalows left only 
one to be cleared at the end of the year. 


The completion of the new bungalows did not ease the housing position which 
urgently calls for the provision of accommodation for older persons, 


Council Houses

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In addition the Council own 7 unfit houses at Mobberley purchased in 1959 
for deferred demolition, one of which was closed during 1960. 


At Partington where 221 permanent dwellings have been completed by the 
Council since 1946, 29 are let to persons employed at the Carrington Power 
Station and 101 to overspill tenants nominated by Manchester Corporation (10)3 
Stretford Corporation (54) and Salford Corporation (37). 


Letting of Council Houses 


The letting of the Council's houses is the responsibility of the Housing 
Tenancy Committee, The Chief Public Health Inspector is responsible for the 
administrative work involved and also for certain other aspects of management 
such as the taking in of lodgers. 


During the year 43 new tenancies were created of which 4 were the result 
of exchanges between existing tenants. One exchange with a tenant of another 
authority was agreed to. Three of the 13 re-lettings were to families living 
in unfit houses. 


The list of applicants for houses continued to remain almost constant 
at a little over 200, and there is a growing proportion of applicants whose 
needs could best be met by bungalow or flat accommodation. 


Caravans and Movable Dwellings 


Early in the year the Minister of Housing and Local Government confirmed 
24 of the 30 Discontinuance Orders made in April 1961 with variations considered 
by him to be appropriate, In two cases the confirmed orders incorporated out= 
line planning permission for the sites to continue as caravan sites, one 
residential and one recreational. In two other cases the confirmed order gave 
outline permission for part of the site, 


The Minister did not confirm two orders for which site licences were 
subsequently granted and a decision on three orders on adjoining sites at 
Pickmere was deferred pending negotiations for these to be incorporated ina 
large composite site, The remaining order was withdrawn at the request of the 
Planning Authority and a site licence granted.

At the end of the year detailed proposals for the lay-out of the four 
Sites where the confirmed orders gave outline permission for part or all of the 
site to continue had not been received and in the absence of a requirement 
written into the order that these must be submitted within a specified time the 
Council appear to be powerless to effect improvements on such sites, No site 
licence can be granted until planning permission is given, but since applications 
for site licences were received in 1960, the owners are not committing an offence 
in continuing to operate their sites pending the issue of site licences and in the 
absence of site licences no improvement can be enforced. 


Apart from these four sites and those which were still in use pending the 


expiration of the discontinuance orders confirmed by the Minister the number of

The site for 30 recreational caravans has not been developed and has 
been cleared by the owner of the vans formerly there. 


There are a small number of structures in the district which are movable 
dwellings but not caravans and 6 of these were re=licensed in December for a 
further twelve months under section 269 of the Public Health Act 1936. 


At Pickmere the temporary structures still remaining on the various 
fields continue to cause some concern but pending completion of the clearance 
of the caravans little can be done other than action under the Housing Acts 
in respect of the worst structures, Two were demolished in this way in 1963. 


WATER SUPPLY 


The whole of the Rural District lies within the area of supply of the 
Manchester Corporation Waterworks Committee but it is understood that certain 
parishes are still supplied with water purchased in bulk from the Stockport 
and District Water Board. 


So far as can be ascertained only about 50 isolated houses with a res- 
idential population of about 130 persons are not supplied from public mains. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Manchester Corporation Waterworks has 
supplied the following typical analysis of the water drawn from Thirlmere and 
Haweswater as supplied in the greater part of the Rural District.

The water supply is liable only to slight variations during the year. 


Thirlmere water is neutralised with hydrated lime at the head works so 
as to give a pH value around 7 in the town area. Haweswater has a similar 
pH value without neutralisation, The mixed water contains less than 0.2 p.pem. 
lead after standing overnight in contact with lead service pipes. 


There was an outbreak of diatoms, Asterionella, in Haweswater in the 
early spring and for a number of weeks the turbidity was higher than normal, 
around 2 p.pem. 
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Two hundred and fifty four (254) bacteriological samples were collected

The above coliform bacteria were derived from “aftergrowths™ in deposits 


in mains. On the same days as the 10 samples with coli present were taken, 
35 other samples were also taken and these were coli-free and excellent, 


The water supply has been of excellent chemical and bacteriological 
quality throughout the year. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


The Council's Engineer and Surveyor has supplied the following information 
with regard to sewerage schemes. 


(1) Contracts in hand - Mobberley Sewerage and Sewage Disposal Scheme. 

(23 Contracts started ~ Partington Sewage Disposal Works Extension. 

3) Sewerage schemes are under preparation for Carrington and Rostherne. 

(4) There were no major breakdowns on the sewerage systems in the District 
during 1963. 


A large area of the district is still without sewerage and apart from those 
areas to be dealt with in the schemes already prepared sewerage schemes are badly 
needed in the parishes of Pickmere and Ollerton, and extensions to the scheme at 
Peover Superior are similarly needed. The Council have expressed their 
intention to proceed with their plans for these schemes as quickly as possible. 


Meanwhile the number of houses served by pail closets continues to decrease 
as more and more houses are modernised, and this tends to increase the demand 
for septic tank emptying. 


During 1963 the cesspool emptier removed 271 loads from 81 septic tanks 
and cesspools and £338.15.0 was recovered in charges for this work. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING 


The Council operate a weekly refuse collection service in the whole of 
their district with the exception of only a very small number of houses (mostly 
farms ) where no requests for the service have been made. Six houses situated 
close to the Wilmslow Urban District Council tip are scavenged by that Council 
by arrangement. 


More frequent collections are made at a number of large catering premises 
and in particular daily collections are made at Manchester Airport and at the 
Knutsford Service rea on the M6, Motorway which opened towards the end of the 
year, The increasing use of bulk refuse containers at such premises has con- 
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siderably eased the work involved. 


The vehicles operated are as follows :- 


1 Dennis Paxit rear loader (1954) 
2 S.D.Fore and Aft Tippers (1953 and 1957) 
2 S.D.Bulk loaders (1959 and 1962) 
1 S.D. Side loader (1963) 


This latter vehicle was delivered in March and replaced the last of the 
Fordson vehicles. It is used as a general purpose vehicle collecting largely 
in the extreme south of the district where numerous fields, especially around 
Pickmere, have to be traversed, 


A further 142 of the Council's houses at Carrington and Partington were 
Supplied with paper sack holders making a total of 346 houses converted to this 
system. The developers of a new estate at Partington agreed to provide paper 
sack holders to the houses and at the end of the year more than 400 houses in 
these parishes were uSing paper sacks, Very few difficulties were encountered, 
and it is hoped to extend the system in these parishes. 


In an attempt to reduce overtime working a bonus scheme was introduced 
on Ist October, but this failed due to nmco=operation from the staff and was 
to be reviewed in 1964. 


All refuse was disposed of by semi=controlled tipping at three tips. The 
tip at Mobberley was expected to last only until the summer of 1964 and that at 
Warburton would have been filled before then if negotiations for an extension 
had not been satisfactorily completed. Numerous possible tipping sites 
were investigated and the only site likely to be suitable for a long term 
tip is a large sand pit at Mobberley where local opposition can be expected. 


The extreme difficulty facing the Council in this respect also faces other 
neighbouring Authorities and meetings of a joint Committee of five Authorities 
Continued with a view to the provision of a joint treatment plant for all their 
refuse, 


Tip fires continued to cause difficult problems aggravated by the fact 
that the only mechanical aid employed is a small tractor with a blade, In the 
Autumn the Council ordered a Drott B. 85 loader, delivery of which was effected 
in January 1964, This machine should assist in much better control of the 
tips, being a composite excavator and grader, 


Construction of the new Cleansing Depot at Partington commenced towards 
the end of the year and the long overdue provision of adequate premises for 
the vehicles should enable much better maintenance to be carried out. 


LITTER 


An increasing problem in the Rural District is the deposit of litter 
on roadside sites by persons who are mainly from neichbouring towns and 
abandoned cars are beginning to appear. 


The Council assist the Cheshire County Council by regularly clearing 
the litter baskets at various lay~bys on main roads and a similar service is 
given in respect of litter baskets provided by Parish Councils. Any request 
from householders to remove exceptional articles such as mattresses, corrugated 
iron and other bulky waste is promptly dealt with by the refuse collection 
staff, largely free of charge, but in spite of this the dumping of waste 
continues. 


MILK 


Five distributors of milk trading from premises within the district are 
registered under the Milk and Dairies (General) Regulations 1959. 
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Being a designated area only designated milk may be sold in the district 
and the Cheshire County Council, as the Food and Drugs Authority, issue 
licences to milk distributors to use Special Designations. 


The County Council now restrict their sampling of raw milk supplies to 
those farms from which the milk is being retailed raw to the public, all 
samples being specially examined for Brucella infection. 63 samples were 
taken from 24 herds and all were free from Tuberculosis but the milk from one 
herd proved to be infected with Brucellosis. 


The pasteurisation order served in November 1962 in respect of seven 
cows found to be infected in one herd was finally withdrawn in September 1963 
after all seven cows had been disposed of. 


The Council have expressed their concern that the legislation does not 
provide for compulsory slaughter where infected cows are sent for sale, with 
the possibility that they may be bought and added to another milk herd. 


MEAT AND OTHER FOODS 


There are three private slaughterhouses in the district licensed annually 
on July lst. All are maintained in a good condition. 


The number of animals inspected and the number affected with disease are 
shown in the table overleaf, There were increases over 1962 in respect of 
Cattle and Cows, but decreases in the numbers of other types of animals 
slaughtered. 


For the third year running no Tuberculosis was found in cattle although 
12 pigs were found to have this infection. The incidence of serious disease 
continues to remain at a very low level and reflects the vast improvement in 
animal health which has taken place in recent years. In 1955 - 7.7% of the 
cattle, 20,7% of the Cows and 3.5% of the Pigs inspected were affected with 
tuberculosis. 


With the introduction of the Meat Inspection Regulations on lst October 
the Council discussed with the three butchers concerned the charges to be 
made for meat inspection and agreed for the first year a lump sum charce 
based approximately on two thirds of the maximum charges permitted by the 
Regulations 
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CARCASES AND OFFAL INSPECTED AND CONDEMNATIONS MADE 
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IMPORTED FOOD 
The Council are responsible for the administration of the Public Health 
(Imported Food) Regulations 1937 and 1948 in relation to food landed at 
Manchester Airport.

Only one ox heart, which was affected with Cysticercus Bovis was found 
to be unfit for human consumption. It was noted that ox hearts from this 
particular country were not being examined for this cyst prior to exportation. 
The Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food were notified accordingly, 
and following their representations to the Government concerned, further 
consignments were found to have been properly examined. 


For most of the year fresh killed beef, mutton and offals from Dublin 
were landed in the early hours of the morning. A lack of satisfactory storage 
facilities at the Airport for this type of product meant that its detention 
until a reasonable hour for inspection was impossible, However, following 
negotiations, the airline company concerned have undertaken to transfer this 
cargo to an earlier flight as soon as possible, 


No consignments of oversea meat or meat products were landed which were 
not accompanied by the requisite official certificate. 


ICE CREAM 


There is only one manufacturer of Ice Cream in the District and a 
complete cold mix is used. The premises were maintained in a satisfactory 
condition. 


One additional shop was registered for the sale of Ice Cream bringing the 
total of registered premises to 35.

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The appointment of an additional public health inspector early in 
February enabled more time to be spent on the supervision of food premises. 
A total of 110 inspections were made during the year and the condition of 
the premises was generally found to be good. 


At the request of the Altrincham Licensing Magistrates a report was 
prepared for consideration at the Brewster Sessions on all the licensed 
premises within the northern parishes of the district. Of the 17 premises 
inspected 8 did not come up to the standard laid down by the Food Hygiene 
(General) Regulations, 1960. Most of the contraventions noted were quickly 
rectified by the Breweries concerned. 


Two large new catering premises opened during the year, one at Manchester 
Airport and the other at the M6, Motorway Service Area at Tabley. Both are 
of modern design and are fitted out with up~to-date stainless steel equipment. 
The opening of large new catering premises obviously creates an increased 
demand for food handlers and inevitably a high proportion of the new employees 
have not worked in the food trade before. 


The Council purchased a series of film strips on food hygiene in order 
that these people could be given some instruction in the clean and safe handling 
of food. 

SHOPS ACT 1950

The Cheshire County Council are the Shops Act Authority, this Council being 
only concerned with the provision of sanitary accommodation. This was checked 
on all the visits to food shops. 


SWIMMING BATHS 


There is only one swimming bath in the district, This is an open air 
pool used only during the summer months. The water is drawn directly from the 
mains and is subjected to continuous filtration and chlorination. 


During a spell of hot weather, which occurred during the school holidays, 
the continuous heavy bathing load caused the water to become quite turbid, This 
was because the filtration plant was not of sufficient capacity to give a 
reasonably short turnover period. However, samples taken during this period 
for bacteriological examination proved satisfactory and the weather changed 
before the turbidity obscured vision to the extent of being a danger to bathers. 
The plant functions quite well under normal circumstances and samples of the 
water prove to be consistently good. 


PET SHOPS 


Two premises are licensed under the Pet Animals Act 1951, One is a 
kennels and the other a bird, fish and small animals dealer. 


ST.AUGHTER OF ANIMALS 


18 renewal licences were issued authorising the holders to slaughter 
or stun animals in a slaughterhouse or Knacker’s Yard. 
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RODENT CONTROL 


The Council employ a full-time Rodent Operator who is provided with a 
van. At the end of the year 26 Contracts to the value of £296.10.6 were in 
force.

In addition to the above 17% of the manholes in 19 sewer systems were 
test baited and in no case was there any evidence of infestation. 


AIR POLLUTION 


With the appointment early in the year of an additional public health 
inspector it became possible to commence a survey at Partington preparatory 
to considering the declaration of Smoke Control Areas there to join up with 
Similar areas in the adjoining districts, all of whom are represented on the 
Standing Conference of Local Authorities on Air Pollution (Region South 
West from Manchester), 


The Council agreed to proposals to create three Smoke Control Areas 
covering the parish of Partington consisting of the following houses :=

Since the Manchester Corporation houses were already smokeless by virtue 
of tenancy agreements and the post-1956 houses were ineligible for conversion 
grants the cost of these areas to the Council was estimated at £5,658 of which 
£3,750 would be spent on their own houses. 


However, in May the Minister intimated that drastic changes were imminent 
in the types of smokeless fuel likely to be available in future and the 
publication of circular 69/63 made the future position clear. 


Since no guarantee could be obtained from the North Western Gas Board 
that the Manchester Corporation tenants would continue to be able to obtain

gas coke, to proceed with the proposals would have involved conversion with 
grant aid of all the appliances in these houses and the impending amendments 
to the Clean Air Act meant that all the post 1956 houses (almost all of which 
have appliances suitable only for gas coke) would also have to be converted 
with grant aid. The cost to the Council was accordingly estimated to have 
become between £60,000 and £93,000, 


This increase in cost caused the Council to reconsider their proposals 
and defer them indefinitely or at least until the solid smokeless fuel position 
became clearer,
